Rivers Out of Banks. 

The Missouri and Meramec 
rivers flowed out of their banks 
and still were rising. Tributary 
creeks and streams 
roads throughout the area, mak- 
ing them impassable, and flood- 
ed many basements.

nadoes, heavy rains and strong 
winds occurred generally from 
northern Indiana to Oklahoma. 
The front remained nearly sta- 
tionary for several days.

OSLO, May 8—Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk told the North 
Atlantic Foreign Ménisters to-

The six-pojnt. pro- 
gram is geared to carrying out 
the civil rights pledges of the 
1960 Democratic platform 

Last September, President 
Kennedy, then the Democratic 
presidential candidate, appointed 
Clark and Cellar as a committee 
of two to put the platform prom- 
ises on civil rights into legisla 
tive form 


Start by 1963 Required. 
The desegregation plans would 


have to provide for ‘“‘first-step 


compliance’’ not later than the 


| start of the 1963-1964 school year. 


They also would have to spell out 
the time and manner in which 
desegregation was to be achieved 
in each class and schoo! 

Federal technical and financial 
assistance would be given under 
the bill to desegregating school 
districts. Provision also would 
be made for court enforcement 
in case school boards violated 
the duties imposed on them by 
the legislation. 

Another of the Clark-Celler 
bills would make the Civil Rights 
Commission a permanent federal 
agency with strengthened fact- 
finding powers. The commission 
is due to expire Sept. 9. 

Other bills would: 

1. Empower the Attorney 
General to bring civil injunc- 
tion suits in the federal! courts 
to prevent the denial of any 
civil right on grounds of race, 
color or creed. The Attorney 
General now has authority to 
file such suits only to prevent 
denial of voting rights. 

2. Provide administrative and 
judicial remedies for persons 
subjected to discrimination by 
business firms or labor unions 
in hiring, firing or promotion. 

3. Eliminate the poll tax as

T0 BE EXPLAINED 


Hearing Tomorrow on 
Program for Section 
Expected Be 
Largest Satellite in 
County by 1980.

A plan to co-ordinate growth 
of the Manchester-Ballwin-Ellis- 
ville area into the largest satel- 
lite community St. Louis 
county by 1980 will be explained 
at a public hearing tomorrow. 

County planners will also dis- 
cuss a proposal to prohibit im- 
mediate development in a large 
area north of the satellite com- 
munity. 


in 


The proposals are contained in 
the County Planning Commis- 
sion’s land-use plan and apply to 
Study Areas 10 and 13. two of 
19 areas into which the county 
has been divided for planning 
purposes. The hearing will be- 
gin at 7:30 p.m. at Parkway 
High School, Woods Mill and 
Ladue roads, St. Louis county. 


The proposed satellite commu- 
nity would take up most of Area 
13, which is bounded hy Clayton 
road, the proposed Circumfer- 
ential Expressway route, the pro- 
posed Outer Belt Expressway 
route, and Oak avenue, Dougher- 
ty Ferry, Big Bend and Kiefer 
Creek roads. 

Big Growth Expected. 

Alfred Kahn, the county’s as- 
sistant planning director, said 
the proposed community now 
has a population of 13,473, but 
the projected population in 20 
years would be 67,279. 

Extensive changes are recom- 
mended to serve the anticipated 
ponulation. Planners would pro- 
vide much housing at higher 
densities than now prevail, five 
new neighborhood shopping cen- 
ters, two major street connec- 
tions, expanded community focal 
points in Manchester and Ellis- 
ville and three sites for develop- 
ment of industry. 

Kahn said much of the land 
now is undeveloped except for 
sites close to Manchester road, 
which bisects the area. Where 
only 2700 acres are in residen- 
tial use, the plan would provide 
8774 acres for homes. 

“‘We propose development gen- 
erally. of medium-density resi- 
dential south of Manchester 
road, and medium and low- 
density north,”” Kahn said. High- 
density buildings are recom- 
mended at three points near 
commercial facilities. 

Plan for Manchester. 

One such place is the present 
Manchester business district on 
Manchester road near Woods 
Mill road. The plan’ would 
strengthen the district as a focal 
point with the addition of the 
high-density facilities and com- 
mercial’ recreation’ establish- 
ments such as theaters and bowl- 
ing alleys. 

Kahn said planners dislike the 
effects of strungout business es- 
tablishments along Manchester 
road in the city of Manchester. 
The plan would consolidate the 
business district by giving it a 
more compact shape. 

A focal point for the western 
sector of the proposed satellite 
community would be created at 
the intersection of Clayton and 
Clarkson roads in Ellisville. The 
center would include retail busi- 
nesses, commercial recreation 
facilities, office buildings and 
high-density residences. 

Four Shopping Centers. 

Four of the proposed new 
neighborhood shopping centers 
would be south of Manchester 
road. Two would be on a pro- 
posed three-mile-long road ex- 
tending from Meramec Station 
to Ballwin roads in the southern 
portion of the study area. The 
other two would be at each end 
of a proposed 1.7-mile-long con- 
nection between Oak avenue and 
Big Bend road on the southern 
boundary of the area. 

Industry is almost non-existent 
in the area now, Kahn said. The 
plan proposes development of a 
314-acre site in the southwestern 
corner of the Manchester road- 
Outer Belt intersection, a 57- 
acre site scuth of Manchester in 
Ballwin and a 210-acre site north 
of Manchester in the vicinity of 
Weidman road. 

For these developments, Kahn 
explained, strict standards will 
have to be set up to assure that 
the industries are compatible 
with nearby residential areas.

A greenbelt in the eastern sec- 
tion of the area is part of a con- 
tinuous ,strip that forms a 
boundary for the. metropolitan 
district. It runs from the Mis- 
souri river to the Meramec, and 
Kahn said it helps give a form 
to the urban area. 

Farms to be Kept. 

The greenbelt extending north 
from Area 13 runs through Area 
10, a sparsely populated agri- 
cultural section that contains 
some of the richest farmland in 
the county. The land-use plan 
recommends that development, 
for the most part, be prohibited 
in the area in favor of continued 
agricultural use. 

Of a total of 15,634 acres in 
Area 10, the plan would protect 
about 11,500 acres from urban 
development. Part of the land 
would be designated rural, to be 
used as a reserve to meet the 
needs of future urban expansion. 
Part would be permanent open 
space occupied by schools, coun- 
try clubs, parks, cemeteries, in- 
stitutions and scattered res- 
idences or to be left in a natural 
state. 

Asked why so much property 
was placed in the rural cate- 
gory, Kahn said that planners 
concluded there was no need 
for the land at present. The pro- 
perty. would be suitable for de- 
velopment of homes on large 
lots, he said, but adequate space 
for that purpose has been al- 
located in plans for Study Area 
9 to the east. 

“With 2000 acres in Area 9 now 
undeveloped and set aside for 
large-lot residences, going into 
Area 10 with similar development 
would be poor planning,’’ Kahn 
said. ‘“‘We feel the land should 
be held until a definite need is 
established.” 

Some Institutional Use.

Means must be devised to re- 
late therapy more closely to the 
primary defects caused by dia- 
betes, Dr. Samuel P. Bessman. 
professor of pediatric research 
and .associate professor of bio- 
chemistry at the University of 
Maryland School of Medicine. 
said here today. 

Dr. Bessman addressed about 
200 physicians and medical stu- 
dents at the fifth annual scien- 
tific session of the Jewish Hos- 
pital Alumni Association in the 
hospital’s Steinberg auditorium. 

“Although much new informa- 
tion has become available con- 
cerning diabetes mellitus, the 
exact nature of the disease, its 
Causes and its management are 
still matters of controversies,” 
Dr. Bessman told the group. “It 
is highly likely that abnormal 
sugar metabolism plays a rela- 
tively minor role in this disease 
and that disorders of fat and pro- 
tein metabolism are far more 
significant.” 

Another speaker was Dr. M. 
Edward Davis, Joseph Boule- 
vard DeLee professor and chair- | 
man of the department of ob- 
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stetrics and gynecoolgy at the | 
University of Chicago School of 
Medicine. 

Dr. Davis, who is also chief- 
of-service of Chicago Lying-in 
Hospital, discussed removal of 
the uterus, if it is diseased as a 
result of a tumor or other com- 
plications, at the time of a Cae- 
sarian section. Such removal, he 
declared, often saves the patient 
the trouble and expense of a 
later operation to remove the 
cervix left behind. 

It has been proven, he added, 
that the uterus has no particu- 
lar function in maintaining a 
woman's femininity. 

Dr. Isidore Cohn Jr., associate 
professor of surgery at the Loui- 
siana State University School of 
Medicine, spoke to the group on 
‘“Strangulation Obstruction.”’

around the moon with return to 
earth. He gave no time sched- 
ule for these flights. | 


Ia response to several ques- 
tions, Shepard emphasized that 
the rocket flight into space was 
without incident. 

“I don’t think I had any bad 
moments at all, as I recali,”’ he 
declared. He said he did not 
feel uncomfortable at any time 
in the flight. 

Shepard said the feeling of 
weighlessness which he experi- 
enced for about five minutes just 
before and just after the rocket 
reached its apogee (highest 
point) was ‘‘quite a pleasant sen- 
sation, particularly after the ac- 
celeration of the booster rocket.’ 

He pointed out that he actually 
controlled the vehicle at several 
points in the flight, and he said 
this was one of the definite ac- 
complishments of the experi- 
ment. 


‘‘We found we were able to do 
@ great many things in a short 
period of time,’’ Shepard ex- 
plained. 

Shepard used the word “we” 
many times in the press confer- 
ence to emphasize that he was 
including his fellow astronauts 
in all the preparations that led | 
Ip to the flight and that they 
should share the glory with him. 

The transitions involved in the 
flight—from the rapid accelera- | 
tion as the Redstone rocket 
soared into space, through the 
weightless period and into the 


presures of the re-entry — all| 


felt gradual to him and not 
rough at all, Shepard reported. 


No Heat Problem. 


He said there was no heat 
problem as the Mercury capsule 
shot back into the earth’s atmos- 
phere at terrific speed. The cap- 
sule, Shepard explained, is built 
to withstand very intense heat.

He was applauded warmly | 
as he came into the room with | 
the other astronauts, and there 
was applause at several points 
in the conference, a rarity at 
Washington press sesions. 

He said he paused, just before 
he got into the space capsule, to 
take a good look at the Red- 
stone rocket, ‘‘because I realized 
] might never see that missile 
again, so I thought # was a 
good idea to look it over.” 

In response to another ques- | 
tion, he said: “‘] must say there | 
was some apprehension, yes. All | 
of us went into this with our 
eyes open,. We were aware of 
the possibility of partial success 
or failure—we_ realized the 
risks.”’ 

Shepard said the only personal 
belonging he took with him on 
the flight was ‘my Naval Acad- | 
emy ring.” 

When a reporter asked which 
one of the seven astronauts | 
would like to “take the next 
ride,” all seven raised their 
hands.

SPRING IS SUCH a happy 
time of year that it is small 
wonder almost everyone is in a 
party-giving mood. In addition 
to the spur-of-the-moment pic- 
nics and barbecues (often the 
most fun of all), May and June 
are filled with occasions which 
call for the “pretty type” party 
—complete with all the frills 
dear to the feminine heart. 

The backyard grill is fine for 
family fun and casual entertain- 
ing, but such events as gradta- 
tions, announcement parties or 
the season’s last meeting of the 
Tuesday afternoon card-and- 
chatter club call for tables care- 
fully set with the best linens, 
china and silver; punch bowls 
garnished with fruit-filled ice 
rings; dainty sandwiches cut in 
fancy shapes and garnished in 
ways to challenge the artist in 
your soul. 

Shown on this page are six 
types of party sandwiches, in- 
geniously but simply fashioned. 
A grapefruit serves as a “‘pin- 
cushion” to hold some of the 
sandwich cubes and olives. All 
of these sandwiches, with the 
exception of the open-faced ones, 
can be prepared the day before 
the party and refrigerated. The 
open-faced ones can be made 
after breakfast on the morning 
of the party and refrigerated 
until tea time. 

These few basic rules of sand- 
wich making will cut work time 
and assure success. 

1. Use the sandwich-type bread 
loaf, with square slices. It cuts 
to better advantage than the 
round-top loaf. 

2. A long, sharp (really sharp) 
knife expedites slicing and trim- 
ming. 

3. Save crusts and trimmings; 
use to make bread crumbs. 

4. For easy spreading, use soft 
butter. Melted butter will soak 
into the bread instead of form- 
ing a protective coating. 

5. Never allow the bread or 
filling to remain at room tem- 
perature for a long period of 
time. 

6. Do not cover wrapped 
sandwiches with wet cloths. 
Moistened bread quickens the 
growth of dangerous bacteria. 


IT IS FUN to “ad lib” when 
making party sandwiches, work- 
ing out your own favorite com- 
binations, shapes and garnishes. 
To start you on your way, here 
are directions for preparing the 
six sandwiches pictured. Note 
the variety of types—pinwheels, 
ribbons, pocketbooks, cubes and 
open-face. These were chosen 
so that you would have direc- 
tions for. preparing each; you 
would follow the same basic in- 
structions, of course, but could 
use other fillings for another 
party. 


Cream Cheese-Jelly 
Cube Sandwiches. 


36 one-inch cubes enriched 
bread.

In some instances, he said, 
management has become so in- 
terested in setting up “‘the per- 
fect corporation” that it has for- 
gotten why it is in business. 
The true goal of industry should 
be to give the public the best 
possible product at the lowest 
possible price, he stated 

To do this, Hawley said, man- 
agement must trim off ‘“‘this 
creeping accumulation of corpo- 
rate fat.” 

“Millions and millions of dol- 
lars,” he said, “are being 
poured down thousands of rat 
holes setting up this department 
or that department because it 
looks good on the organization 
chart; starting this activity or 
that activity because everyone 
else is doing it; following every 
new fad and fancy; piling over- 
head on overhead; smothering 
the vitality of the corporate 
body with an ever-thickening 
accumulation of flabby fat.’’ 

A former executive of the 
Armstrong Cork Co., Hawley 
said this country has built “the 
most fantastically complicated, 
grossly inefficient and ridicu- 
lously expensive system of cor- 
porate control to be found any- 
where on earth”’ and has lost in- 
dustrial leadership in several 
fields. 

“Today,” Hawley charged, 
*“‘anyone who reduces prices for 
the consumer is considered a 
dirty, lowdown price-cutter.’ 

At a seminar this morning, 
Frank M. Knox of Cleveland, | 
management consultant, took a 
contrary position to Hawley. “‘If 
businesses were run in the same 
slipshod methods as most cities 
and political subdivisions, the 
country would be bankrupt,’’ he 
said. 

He added that if St. Louis and 

Louis county were run along 
business lines, taxpayers would 
receive 15 per cent more for 
their tax dollars. He said the 
same statement could be made 
‘for any city in the United States.

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Public Ownership: Necessary and Feasible 


With Public Service Co.’s proposal for cre- 
ating a metropolitan transit service now 
spread on the table for examination, the 
period of transit surveys and of studies and 
the drafting of plans is over. It is time now 
for a firm decision leading to action, and the 
commissioners of the Bi-State Development 
Agency are responsible for making it. 

In our view that decision ought to be for 
Bi-State to proceed at once toward creation 
of a publicly owned transit system operating 
in St. Louis, St. Louis county and on the East 
Side. 

Such a judgment necessarily involves a 
comparison of W. C. Gilman & Co.’s proposal 
for public ownership under Bi-State with the 
Public Service offer to attempt a metropoli- 
tan operation in exchange for tax forgiveness 
by the principal local governments. 

We think the facts of the situation clearly 
show the Gilman proposal to be intrinsically 
superior to Public Service Co.’s plan as well 
as more desirable from a practical point of 
view, for these reasons: 

First, Bi-State can move on its own power. 
It needs neither a referendum nor authority 
from any local legislative body. All it requires 
is an affirmative vote of its own board. 

Public Service Co.’s plan is dependent upon 
tax forgiveness being voted by legislative 
bodies of the various communities in which 
the system would operate, including particu- 
larly the St. Louis Board of Aldermen. The 
Aldermen would have to agree to give up 
something like $1,340,000 in city taxes. 

True, the city would also have to get along 
without those taxes if Bi-State were to buy 
out the private operators. But in that case 
the Aldermen would have no power to say 
No, except perhaps with respect to the motor 
fuel levy. Nor would Bi-State be pocketing a 
nickel’s worth of profit, whereas Public Serv- 
ice Co. hopes to earn about $1,500,000 on its 
subsidized metropolitan operation. This is 
twice what it earned last year on this side of 
the river. We find it difficult to believe that 
the Aldermen would—or should—give up the 
city’s tax revenue from transit to benefit 
transit stockholders. 

Second, a Bi-State operation would make 
the maximum possible tax savings, thereby 
lifting one of the big financial burdens from 
the system. Not only would Bi-State auto- 
matically be free of virtually all the local 
taxes that Public Service Co. wants abated. 
It also would make substantial savings in 
Federal motor fuel taxes and Federal income 
taxes that Public Service Co. would have to 
meet from fare box revenues. Bi-State would 
save $1,910,000 on its tax bill which the pri- 
vate company would have to pay. 

Third, a Bi-State operation is more likely 
to dovetail with federal plans for aid-to- 
transit than would one run by a private com- 
pany. The pending Williams bill in the Sen- 
ate to provide Federal loans and grants for 
improving mass transit presupposes that local 
public authorities would be set up in the 
major metropolitan areas to integrate mass 
transportation and handle the grants, Bi-State 
is precisely the kind of metropolitan agency 
that the Williams proposal requires. 

Further, Bi-State already has a blueprint 
of what has to be done in this area. We refer 


to the $550,000 transit and traffic survey 
Gilman made at the expense of St. Louis, St. 
Louis county and the Missouri Highway De- 
partment, plus the supplementary study the 
same firm made of the East Side at Bi-State’s 
behest. Federal money conceivably might 
help build the downtown distributor that Gil- 
man proposed to speed express bus service. 
Federal grants are not likely to be made to 
a private company. 

Finally, a Bi-State operation ought to be 
financially sounder than one conducted under 
private auspices, even taking into considera- 
tion the substantial debt charges that would 
be involved in buying out all the area’s pri- 
vate operators. Bi-State should be able to do 
everything Public Service Co. proposes to do, 
including spending $1,150,000 on new service, 
and still pay off the cost of buying out the 
private operators. 

Using Public Service Co.’s estimates and 
assuming that Bi-State would have the same 
revenues and costs as the private company, 
both systems would end up with about $3,300,- 
000 in operating income before taxes. Public 
Service Co. would have to spend $1,750,000 
of this sum on federal income taxes, leaving 
$1,550,000 for its stockholders and for con- 
tingencies. 

* * . 

Bi-State would have to spend about $2,000,- 
000 a year paying off the revenue bonds with 
which the private operators would be bought 
out. This would cover a debt of as much as 
$30,000,000 over 25 years at 5 per cent; the 
actual cost of acquiring the various com- 
panies might be substantially less. Their book 
value is closer to two-thirds of that sum. 

Even after meeting those debt service 
charges, Bi-State would still have about 
$1,300,000 for extra service improvements 
over and above those contemplated by Public 
Service Co.; or for extra payments to the de- 
preciation reserve; or, if Bi-State had to 
increase wage scales on the satellite lines, this 
cash would be available. 

Nor would a Bi-State operation necessarily 
have to give up the experienced and admit- 
tedly efficient managers now running the 
various private lines, including especially 
Public Servicé Co. Gilman recommended that 
this could be accomplished and existing em- 
ploye benefits carried over by organizing a 
subsidiary non-profit company to act as Bi- 
State’s operating and service agent to run 
and maintain the metropolitan transit system. 

Such an organization could be staffed by 
the same people who are now running Pub- 
lic Service Co. and the other lines. There is 
no reason why they should not be able to 
do as good a job for Bi-State as they now 
are doing for their stockholders. 

We have no doctrinaire attachment to pub- 
lic ownership as a panacea. If private owner- 
ship could do the job, we would be for it, and 
we have studied the Public Service Co. plan 
carefully. But we are convinced that public 


_ transit has. become too big a job for any pri- 


vate company. Creation of a publicly owned 
metropolitan system is the necessary first 
step toward providing the service this com- 
munity needs. Bi-State is the only agency 
that can move forward now. We believe the 
Bi-State directors have a responsibility to 
do so. 


Arranging Aid to India 

The United States is properly taking the 
lead in arranging for additional massive aid 
to India. The Kennedy Administration is re- 
ported ready to lend India a billion dollars 
in the next two years to meet the foreign 
exchange requirements of India’s third five- 
year plan. The proposal is conditional on the 
provision of an identical amount by Britain, 
Canada, West Germany and Japan. It is to 
be hoped these other countries in the con- 
sortium will do their share. 

It is also said the United States is recon- 
sidering the possibility of helping India build 
a nuclear power plant and a steel mill. Both 
would be publicly qwned, and Government 
and private interests in the United States 
have been cool to the idea for fear the charge 
would be made that this country was promot- 
ing socialism. This is no argument, since 
public ownership of some types of facilities 
is imperative in a country such as India. Con- 
struction of the facilities would have consid- 
erable anti-Communist propaganda value, as 
well as economic worth. 

India is expected to need five and a half 
billions during the plzn period, which has 
just begun. More than three billions will be 
needed in the first two years. If Congress ap- 
proves the United States offer, and the other 
countries should shoulder their responsibili- 
ties, the goal can be met. United States aid to 
India in all categories now totals nearly four 
billions. Every effort must be made to insure 
the success of the third five-year plan; India’s 
frte is the key to Asia. 


Operation Obfuscation 


The acquittal of Robert J. Meisenbach ought 
to dispose of any remaining public confidence 
in the film “Operation Abolition,” which de- 
fends the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee by casting doubt on the patriotism of 
the committee’s critics. 


One theme of the film is that students 
caused violence at the committee hearing in 
San Francisco a year ago. In fact, 63 students 
were arrested and all quickly freed except 
Meisenbach, a University of California senior. 
Now a jury has freed him of the charge that 
he clubbed a policeman. The jury heard no 
testimony of student violence; it did hear 
testimony that police beat a student in break- 
ing up the demonstration. 


“Operation Abolition” is cluttered with in- 
accuracies. It depicts union leader Harry 
Bridges arriving in advance of the student 
demonstrations, as if he had helped to prompt 
them, when in fact he arrived afterward. It 
refers to a student “directive” to scoff at the 
committee when in fact the student protest 
group. had voted down this proposal. But the 
errors in fact are less important than the 
erroneous main theme, which is that the 
demonstrating students were Communists or 
“dupes.” Some Communists did demonstrate 
at the same hearing, but there is not a bit of 
proof that they were responsible for the stu- 
dent demonstrations. In fact, the House com- 
“mittee itself inspired the student protest. 


It did so in 1959 when it subpenaed 110 
California professors and teachers for a hear- 
ing it never held, leaving them without a 
fair opportunity to clear their names. Thus, 
when the committee finally arrived on the 
scene in 1960, the students were ready and 


waiting to protest the slur against the teachers. 
They needed no prompting from Communists. 

While the Meisenbach case should erase 
the film’s claim to accuracy, it probably will 
not dispose of its popularity among some 
audiences. People who want to believe that 
American youth is easily misled toward sub- 
version will go on believing it. People who 
want to believe that anyone who criticizes 
the misconduct of the Un-American Activities 
Committee is disloyal or a dupe will go on 
believing it. People who believe such things 
will believe almost anything, including “Op- 
eration Abolition.” 


Job fora Jury 

The newly-impaneled Circuit Court grand 
jury in St. Louis county ought to assume the 
responsibility for gathering the facts and 
making a report on Circuit Judge Virgil A. 
Poelker. Judge Poelker, a Democrat, was 
transferred from the criminal to the civil 
division of the county Circuit Court last week 
after it was reported he had written two per- 
sonal checks for which there were insuffi- 
cient funds. 

The transfer of assignments followed a 
statement by Prosecuting Attorney Norman 
H. Anderson, also a Democrat, that he had 
doubts of the propriety of Judge Poelker con- 
tinuing to hear criminal cases in light of the 
check-writing incident.- Judge Poelker has 
contended there was a misunderstanding. 

Did Judge Poelker write the checks know- 
ing there was insufficient cash in his account 
to cover them? If so, he ought not to be 
presiding in any division of the county bench, 
criminal or civil. If not, he ought to be re- 
stored to his previous assignment in the 
criminal division. The grand jury has an 
obligation to dig out the facts. 


The Rail Employment Ruling 


The United States Supreme Court’s ruling 
that jobs need not be frozen for four years in 
railroad mergers, so long as compensation is 
paid to displaced workers, comports, we be- 
lieve, with the realities of an essentially un- 
happy situation. It will entail hardships for 
thousands of railroad workers, but increasing 
unemployment could not have been averted 
by forcing railroads to continue operating in 
the red. In the long run, job opportunities and 
job security will be better served by a solvent 
railroad system than by one operating with 
huge losses. 

These harsh realities do not obscure but 
rather underline the fact that an increased 
obligation now rests on Government, and on 
private industry as well, to take what meas- 
ures they can to cushion the shock and par- 
ticularly to retrain displaced workers for 
continued productiveness. The Kennedy Ad- 
ministration is reported to have plans in 
progress for retraining workers displaced by 
automation and other technological causes. 
This is one of the most challenging respon- 
sibilities of our time, not only from human 
considerations but also from those of the 
national productive strength. 

We would like to see some such plans put 
oo operation promptly. Meanwhile, the 
court’s decision has cleared the way for rail 
mergers to effect some of the economies on 
which the roads’ effectiveness and quite pos- 
sibly their survival depend.

Sad Compromise on Minimum Wage FR CHILD ASSAILED D 
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Psychiatrist Says Parents 


Go Too Far in Cutting 
Prohibitions.

The old adage of “spare the 
rod and spoil the child’ was 
given support here vesterday. 

Dr. Edward M. Litin, a psy- 
chiatrist with the Mayo Clinic 
of Rochester, Minn., scorned the 
“permissive” school of child 
rearing, in which the child is 
allowed to do anything he 
pleases. 

In a speech entitled ‘The 
Spoiled Brat" before members 
of the St. Louis Academy of Gen- 
eral Practice at the Chase Hotel, 
he said many parents have gone 
too far in taking the advice of 
psychiatrists who contend that 
too much discipline leads to 
frustration. 

“In our earlier efforts to edu- 
cate the public we pointed out 
that too many prohibitions im- 
posed on the child produced 
guilt, which in turn led to neu- 
rosis and adult maladjustment. 
This is true, but we failed to 
emphasize that the exact re- 
verse—no prohibitions or limits 
—leads to even more serious 
difficulties,” he said. 

A happy medium in mixing 
love and affeetion with discipline 
is what is needed, he empha- 
sized 


with “regional perfusion” tech- 
niques, in which the circulatory 
system for a given part of the 
body is isolated while cancer- 
killing agents are introduced. In 
this way, dosage may be in 
creased six or eight times, he 
sz id.

He Doesn't Stop 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 8 
An hour after the Kentucky 
Derby the horses had cooled 
out and gone to bed, all ex- 
cept one. Carry Back was still 
walking, but fast, hustling his 
exercise boy, Bert Wildridge, 
along on the other end of the 
shank. Wildridge was puffing 
and scolding. 

*“*You sucker,” he said indig- 
nantly, ‘“‘don’t you ever stop 
running?” 

Up to now the sucker hasn't. 
A sixteenth of a mile from the 
finish Saturday he was a well- 
beaten horse. Even his opti- 
mistic owner - trainer-breeder, 
Jack Price, stopped hoping. 
But Carry Back kept running, 
and in the last few strides it 
was Crozier that stopped. Car- 
ry Back won going away. 

No umpire chatting with Leo 
Durocher ever heard blunter 
remarks about his pedigree 
than the scholars of blood lines 
have dropped about Carry 
Back’s. Yet anybody who saw 
him draw off at a mile and a 
quarter would have to be sev- 
en-eighths mule to question his 
ability to handle this field at 
the Belmont Stakes distance of 
a mile and a half. 

As for the $150,000 Preak- 
ness, which we have decided 
to nickname the second jewel | 
in the Triple Crown, that’s a 
sixteenth shorter than the Der- 
by, and it will be pointed out | 
often between now and May 20 
that Crozier had all the money 
Saturday at a mile and three- 
sixteenths. 


Blood Gets Bluer 


This is a fact which Pimlico’s 
management will make no ef- 
fort to conceal from (a) own- 
ers who might be sick of chas- 
ing Carry Back or (b) horse- 
players who might write the 
Preakness off as no-contest 
and go watch the Orioles in- 
stead. 

It is also a fact, however, | 
that Carry Back has won at 
three furlongs, at five, at 
seven, at a mile, at a mile and 
a sixteenth, at a mile and an | 
eighth. Though Globemaster 
stole the Wood Memorial from 
him when nothing challenged 
this front-runner in the whole | 
mile and an eighth, there’s 
nothing in the colt’s record to 
prove that he can’t win at the 
Preakness distance or less.

“When you say sprinter,” | 
asked Gee Cohen, who stands 
Saggy in Maryland, “do you 
mean a horse that sprinted or | 
a horse that was bred to | 
sprint?” | 

This was on Thursday night, 
when there wasn’t a three-year- 
old in America that had gone 
a mile and a quarter. 

“IT mean a horse that didn’t | 
win the long ones,” said the | 
man he had asked. 

“Okay,” Cohen said “and 
Saggy wasn’t sound long 
enough to prove he couldn’t win 
the long ones. He set a track 
record for three furlongs and 
a world record for four and a 
half furlongs when he was two, 
but he raced only 14 times and 
was through before the big 
ones came along.” 


The Best He Had 


“Eddie Arcaro,” the other 
said, ‘“‘rode Citation in -the 
Chesapeake Trial when Saggy 
beat him at six furlongs. He 
still says he could have won, 
even after Hefty carried him 
wide on the stretch turn, but 
he didn’t want to abuse Cita- 
tion.”

THE HOMOGENIZATION of the world is proceeding 
_fpace, alas, alas. Spain, I read in Variety, is outlawing its 
“ancient working and sleeping hours to bring them into tune 
With the rest of the clvilized world. In Spain, as everyone 

gute ty knows, one dines at 11 
p.m. after a good long 
siesta and then stays up 
half the night. 

Not. after June. By 
Government decree, film 
houses and theaters, 
which have been operat- 
ing two performances a 
night, one starting at 7 
p.m. and the other at 11, 
must turn out the lights 
by 11:30 from October to 
May and half an hour 
later between June and 
September. 

“Time-worn habits that 
have made the country 
unique for late-hour din- 
ing and diversion will go

“The decree is not limited to show business, but lists 
working hours for all industry, commerce and public services.

Will 
Spaniards accept a timetable for dinner at 8 or 9? Or will 
entertainment be sacrificed for the leisure of a two-hour sup- 
per that for centuries has always started at 10 p.m. or later?”

Charming custom. 


Of course, you can’t reasonably blame the reform—if 
reform is the word for it—on Americans, Practically nobody 
else had hours like the Spaniards either. But I'll bet we do 
get blamed for it. It wasn’t until the Americans got bases 
in Spain that the Spanish started tampering with their ancient 
customs. 

The French now have put bowling alleys in the Bois de 
Boulogne. They have a drug store (known simply as Le Drug 
Store) on the Champs Elysees. The Italians have our quick 
lunch. So have the French. Now the Spaniards are going to 
bed before midnight. Well, at least the Government is trying 
to push it down their throats.

Canned Milk—A Symbol of Freedom

NEW YORK, May 8 (AP). 

At dinner the other night I 
performed a simple little cere- 
mony of spooning a fev bites of 
sweet condensed milk. At the 
same time in Lawton, Okla., 
Frank C. Sneed was having his 
portion of the gooey sweetness. 
And perhaps in Frankfurt, Ky., 
Vernon Ligon; in Riverside, 
Calif., Harold Aschman; some- 
where in New Jersey, James Bo- 
gart; and in Dallas, Dr. Tom 
Herndon. 

In fact, in cities and towns 
across the country you were 
likely to find our kind holding 
their own special Thanksgiving. 

Ours is not a strange cult with 
the love of condensed milk. It 
was just symbolic of a time and 
place remembered. 

We were prisoners of war in 
Germany. 

The year was 1945, the day 
April 29 and the place, Stalag 
VII-A, Moosburg, not far from 
Munich. 


For a few nights we had 
heard the thump of guns like 
faraway thunder and had seen 
flashes of light on the night 
horizon. And we knew that, 
after months for some and 
years for others, liberation 
was near. We were excited 
but not jubilant. Rumors 
made the rounds that we would 
be moved to a redoubt area 
deep in the Bavarian Alps to 
be bargained for Hitler’s life. 


About 9 a.m. on our fateful 
Sunday, an American major, still 
wearing sidearms, entered camp 
and conferred with our senior 
American officers. His news 
was bad. The Germans would 
not withdraw from the area to 
let the battle line move over our 
camp. There would be a fight 
and we would have to take our 
chances. Apparently he came in 
under a flag of truce. 


Most of use were Air Corps 
officers shot down by flak or 
fighters. We had survived para- 
chute jumps, civilian attacks, 
crash landings, interrogation 
and a blizzard march that taxed 
the limit of endurance. 


Now at the moment before 
freedom, it was awesomely 
ironic to think of being killed. 


Only wispy recollections of 
those few hours come’ through 
vividly. An L-1 artillery spotter 
plane buzzed lazily across the 
camp wagging its wings in 
greeting. 

Then two P-51 fighters ap- 
peared and one dived on a tar- 
get near the compound. The 
staccato of its machine guns 
seemed like a signal for all hell 
to break loose. 


Shells whined over camp from 
the American tanks of the Third 
Army aimed at Moosburg. Small 
arms crackled and a few of us 
were wounded. We dived for 
the barracks, in and under, rip- 
ping out flooring with super- 
human strength. 

I lay beneath my bunk sweat- 
ing and praying. You heard 
sobbing, cursing and praying in 
unison. 


The eternity it seemed may 
have been less than an hour. 
But suddenly it was quiet and 
voices drifted in from the 
compound. Gingerly we 
trickled outside again to see 
a Sherman tank lumber 
through the barbed wire. It 
was a moment of high emo- 
tion to see that barbed wire 
smashed down. : 


Someone pointed at Moosburg 
and laughed. From virtually 
every window in the hamlet 
something white floated. Sheets, 
underwear, shirts, towels—any- 
thing white—fluttered a signal 
of surrender. 

While we watched, the Ger- 
man flag was hauled down and

Good Neighbor 


BOYS CANNOT GET as close to their summer heroes, 
the major league baseball players, as they did in my youth 
when games were played by daylight. | do not think a boy 
even has an advantage if he lives in the same neighborhood 

RE Sey ‘ of a modern baseball 
player. 
Baseball players work 
at night now and they 
come home later than 
most burglars. Growing 
boys should be in bed by 
the second inning, as base- 
ball now is scheduled. 
When I was a boy we 
had a succession of base- 
ball players in the neigh- 
borhood, Charley Grimm 
and Rogers Hornsby and 
Pepper Martin. They all 
worked by daylight. 
Hornsby was the prize 
when he lived in the neigh- 
borhood because he played 
for a St. Louis team, the 
Browns, and managed the 


team and had a son of 


ROGERS HORNSBY sandlot age. Grimm and 


Martin did not meet all those specifications. 

In the summer Hornsby came home about the same time 
the 9-to-6 men did and with a lot less lovable nonsense about 
him. He did not get out of the car and look around at the 
admiring youths and say, ‘Wanna play catch, fellows?” 


He got out of the car before the brakes stopped 
squealing and went up the porch steps like he was 
stealing third base. You have to recall how seldom 
his Browns ever saw second base to realize how fast 
Hornsby moved, how dedicated he was to getting up 
the steps without being stopped. 


We thought he was unapproachable at first but now I 
realize that, in his way, Hornsby was at a disadvantage. We 
were not shy of him but he was shy of us. After he had lived 
in the neighborhood a while he toned down his brusque dash 
into the house. 

He would get out of the car, look around at the group of 
boys waiting for him, and throw a baseball to one. The throw 
was pure Hornsby, straight and unerring. And hard, I think 
he was desperate and was doing grass-roots scouting. He was 
hopeful one of us would catch the ball. If one had, that boy 
would have been signed for the Browns, but Hornsby’s Inck 
wasn’t running that good and ours wasn’t that bad. Nobody 
ever held onto one of his tosses. We learned to step aside 
and then scramble for the ball. 

Hornsby’s son Bill was an asset to the neighborhood team. 
One year we ran up a great winning streak, all forfeits. We 
let out the word that Rogers Hornsby’s son was our clean-up 
hitter and the other teams got sick and failed to show. He 
was not the team’s best hitter. The best hitter for miles 
around was a girl, Jane, and she grew up to be the best 
looking girl for miles around, too. I thought there was a great 
moral in that for all the girls who took ballet lessons. 


Hornsby unbent more and more as he came to 
realize none of us were going to grow up and be 
villains, players for the Browns. He invited groups of 
us to the ball park, and took us down to visit the 
players on the team’s private cars when the Browns 
went on the road. 


The Browns were a last-place team, when the Athletics 
did not get in their way, but they played first-class off the 
field. We got on the cars one afternoon, visiting with Hornsby, 
and a pitcher came rolling down the aisle. We knew he was 
a pitcher because the catcher, Rollie Hemsley, was right be- 
hind him, doing the rolling in determined fashion. I decided 
then that a catcher such as Hemsley is the best asset a 
pitcher can have and I’ve seen nothing since to change the 
opinion. 

Years later, as a sportswriter, I covered the Browns. 
I did not learn much baseball but I got to be a pretty good 
crime reporter, noting their trespasses against the game. 
Hornsby was manager, again; doing penance for something, 
I suppose. He never made an outright admission he remem- 
bered me. He just looked at me, and grunted, and moved 
away when we were introduced. Then he turned and tossed 
me a baseball, belt-high. I sidestepped and let it go by and 
he nodded. The recognition was complete then, on both sides,

A NEW FAN FOR YOUR ATTIC: Attic fans often help 
considerably in increasing summertime comfort—and the latest 
may be of particular interest. It boasts a new kind of drive 
that eliminates belt and pulleys and puts the,motor directly 
in the cooling air stream so it operates more efficiently, It 
never needs lubrication and a new fan blade also is said to 
produce up to 18 per cent more air flow. The new unit, it’s 
claimed, costs less to install, less to run and virtually nothing 
to maintain. And another interesting extra: with the new 
design, the blade runs vibration-free within a power tube 
venturi that also cuts wind noises. 


DIAL YOUR WINDOWS CLEAN: A new window washer 
for ranch and one story homes looks like good news—and 
along with easing the window chore, it’s useful to wash the 
car, sidings, and clean screens. The device has a rotating 
brush and a squeegee on the end of a telescoping handle that 
extends to six feet and is fastened to the garden hose. The 
horsehair brush whirls 1500 revolutions a minute. And the 
pistol grip handle has a dial that lets you switch off, on, suds 
and super suds. The handle also swivels to prevent hose 


kinks and leaks and allow instant change from brush to 
squeegee. 


TRIM TABS FOR BOATS: If you own or plan to buy a 
planing type boat, there’s an ingenious new trimming device 
said to increase cruising speed by 25 per cent and save gaso- 
line. It consists of two adjustable stainless steel panels with a 
piano hinge at the leading edge. Secured either to the 
transom or under edge of the stern, the tabs are motor- 
operated and controlled by switches on the instrument panel. 
Usually boats are built so they plane at a steep angle as a 
safety factor in a flowing sea. That gives you good steering 
control to avoid broaching but the angle reduces speed 30 per 
cent or more under normal water conditions, too. The trim tabs 


take care of this, giving you increased speed even with 
reduced throttle. 


IN BRIEF: To stop heat loss in hot water pipes and 
eweating: in cold ones, there’s a new slip-on insulation—a 
four-foot length of vinyl-covered polyurethane foam with a 
hollow core. You simply spread open the slit along the side, 
slip the cover over the pipe, no wrapping needed. . . .

THERE WAS PANIC in the streets. 


A lot of people were 


unfairly blaming all their depression troubles on the President, 


and he received many threatening letters. 


President Hoover did 


not take a single vacation, for, as the newspapers reported, he 


was far too busy. 

In the White House he seemed 
tense and utterly preoccupied 
with the nation's ills. Such were 
the security precautions that the 
order was given for none of the 
servants to be in sight when the 
President came out in the halls. 
Whenever they heard three bells 
—the signal that he was emerg- 
ing from his quarters — they 
would jump into rooms or into a 
particular half closet. 


The President hardly took 
enough time to eat, so anxious 
was he to get back to work. All 
the servants and kitchen staff 
made bets on how long it would 
take him to eat. He averaged 
around nine or ten minutes, and 
he could eat a full-course dinner 
in eight minutes flat. 

The Hoovers did a lot of en- 
tertaining. Everyone backstairs 
said that this was part of the 
President’s policy of “business 
as usual,”’ and that he wanted to 
make everything seem as nor- 
mal as possible, as if he had a 
lot of confidence that everything 
would turn out all right. There 
were a record 14 receptions in 
one social season. 

After every party, Mrs. Hoo- 
ver would hold a conference just 
like a football coach, discussing 
what had happened and how the 
next affair might be improved. 
She worked almost as hard at 
her White House “job” as her 
husband. Money was no object 
when the Hoovers entertained, 
and they used much imported 
and out-of-season food, paying 
for it out of their own pockets. 

Mrs. Hoover’s gowns were 
perfectly fitted, and I was happy 
I had a part in keeping them 
that way. She even made me fit 
her riding habit to perfection. 
She had an excellent figure. At 
some of our sessions she would 
try on dress after dress, and I 
would have enough work to keep 
me busy for weeks at a time, 
without touching the linens that 
needed mending and that were 
piling up waiting for me. 


Somehow the White House 
became a place of seclusion. 
The Hoovers stayed close to 
the mansion, even on week- 
ends, and yet there was a lot 
of “entertainment as usual.”’ 
In her striving for perfection 
and uniformity, Mrs. Hoover 
decreed that all the butlers 
should be the same size in the 
dining room, so you can imag- 
ine our surprise when she 
hired the tallest man some of 
us had ever seen—six-foot- 
four Alonzo Fields — thus 
breaking her own rule. But 
he was so good, he quickly be- 
came chief butler. 


Although she was a kind and 
considerate woman, she was s0 
busy. concentrating on making 
each party the finest, that she 
didn’t see the worried faces ‘of 
the staff, who were losing their 
savings while the banks went 
under, and had to take care of 
their unemployed relatives on 
the small salaries of the White 


So many evening gowns 
were owned by the first 
lady that it took 12 hours 
just to pack them when the 
Hoovers moved from the 
White House.

Unlike the Coolidges, the 
Hoovers practically never saw 
each other at a meal alone to- 
gether. The President would 
have stag breakfasts and lunches 
to talk politics, and there were 
always 14 to 18 at dinner. The 
only time Mrs. Hoover saw him 
in the morning was after break- 
fast, when she walked with him 
to his office. Before breakfast, 
he had his own strange form of 
recreation—a workout with his 
medicine ball. It was his only 
relaxation. 

The servants couldn't get 
over the fact that the President, 
once a great outdoor man and 
a mining engineer, used to mix- 
ing with all classes of people, 
was completely aloof with the 
White House staff. He never paid 
the slightest attention to any- 
thing they were doing. However, 
he was respected by everyone. 
They knew how busy he was.

THIS HAND was played under 
dramatic circumstances in the 
final round of the 1959 masters 
team of four championship. It 
was the last deal of a 40-board 
match between the team led by 
Oswald Jacoby, well-known Dal- 
las expert, and,the one led by 
Dick Freeman, Washington star. 

The Freeman team, a group 
of relatively unknown young 
players, had paraded through 
the tournament knocking off. one 
giant team after another to reach 
the finals. Going into the fortieth 
board, they were leading the 
Jacoby aggregation by four in- 
ternational match points (equiv- 
alent to about 400 rubber bridge 
points). 

Then calamity struck. Hoad- 
ley and Gabrilovitch held the 
East-West cards for the Free- 
man team and doubled Mitchells’ 
three notrump bid. They could 
have defeated the contract three 
tricks (800 points), but allowed 
declarer to make 16 tricks for a 
score of 950 points. 

West led a spade and Mitchell 
won with the king and returned 
a diamond. West played the king 
and was allowed to win it. He 
returned a heart. South took the 
ace, led a'‘diamond and finessed 
the jack, and then ran the dia- 


monds, 

East discarded a spade, two 
hearts and two clubs; West dis- 
carded three spades; South dis- 
carded a spade and two clubs. 

Dummy led the queen of clubs, 
East covered with the king, and 
West played the ace on it with 
a sickening thud. Declarer now 
made the contract with an over- 
trick. 

Then the hand was played 
with Jacoby West and Rubin 
East. The bidding went 1@-2@- 
3@-4@. They did not know at 
the time how the match stood 
or what had happened at the 
other table on the deal. 

Jacoby went down three (300 
points) with normal play. As 
a result, his team gained 650 
points on the deal, worth six 
IMPs, and won the match by 
two IMPs. 

If Freeman (South) had dou- 
bled four spades and defeated the 
contract three tricks, his team 
would have won the match by 
one IMP,

Cirrhosis most often occurs in middle-aged men. 
The main cause is poor diet. Alcoholics frequently 
have cirrhosis, not entirely because of the alcohol, 
but because they too often “drink their meals” and 
don’t get the ordinary, proper food we all need.

Another cause is chronic poisoning of some type; it 
happens. And, it is possible, although not nearly so likely, for 
@ person to fall into the habit of eating a faulty, improperly 
balanced, inadequate diet even if this isn’t caused by drinking. 
Cirrhosis most commonly occurs in the chronic alcoholic, but 
it can develop in people who never touch a drop. 

As a case develops, symptoms begin to appear. These may 
include such things as indigestion and loss of weight. Still 
later, jaundice may appear. And still later, various parts of the 
human system can break down—but let’s not dwell on that. 
It’s a serious disease, and every effort should be made—by 
the patient as well as by his doctor—from the first moment it 
is detected. 


Because the basic cause is dietary, proper and 
consistent diet is extremely important in the treat- 
ment. While you may not undo the scarring that 
has occurred in the liver, the urgent aim is to prevent 
any further scarring so the problem won’t become 
any worse. If the disease is allowed to become too 
advanced, there just isn’t very much that can be done. 

Let’s put it this way: If a doctor says he has 
detected signs of cirrhosis, and tells the patient to 
stop drinking, to eat a proper diet, get plenty of 
sleep, and in general give up a careless way of 
life and begin taking care of himself—that’s what the 
patient had better do.
